This does not mean, however, that they are on a nostalgia 
trip. Far from it, this band lives and breathes the music 
of Old New Orleans just as the young musicians in the 
streets and clubs of that fair city do each time they play. 
Playing off one another and sharing the spotlight, these 
are pure musicians who would probably be playing with 
one another even if there were no audience. Thankfully 
on this night, however, there was not just an audience but 
a fevered crowd of equally enthusiastic jazz lovers, clap- 
ping, singing and stomping along with every song.

SEWER STUDY PROCEEDS 

The Mattapoisett Board of Water & Sewer Commissioners is completing a Comprehensive Wastewater 
Management Plan (CWMP) that reviews the long term sewage needs of the community. The project is funded by a 
$154,818 low interest loan from DEP and is being conducted by Tighe & Bond, Inc. The engineer is being assisted 
by the Board as well as by a Citizen's Advisory Committee with representatives from various Boards. 

The CWMP study includes the following tasks: a sewer needs assessment to determine areas of the 
community where sewer extensions may be needed; an infiltration/inflow study to review potential drainage leaks 
into the sewer system; an evaluation of the mechanical and electrical equipment at the Eel Pond sewer pumping 
station; a review of the future sewer capacity needs of the community and initial discussions with Fairhaven 
regarding the possibility of increased sewage capacity in the Fairhaven sewerage system. 

The CWMP process started in late 2006. A draft CWMP report with recommendations was submitted 
to the Board of Water & Sewer Commissioners in April 2008. A final public meeting is scheduled for 7 PM on 
Wednesday, May 7, 2008 at the Center School Auditorium to hear the recommendations of the draft CWMP and to 
offer comments/suggestions. A copy of the draft CWMP is available for review at the Water & Sewer Department 
as well as at the Town Library.

poisett/' according to an informational brochure that was 
mailed to residents this week. 

First presented on last year's Annual Town Meet- 
ing warrant, the by-law seemed unclear and was written 
with a great deal of 'Tegalese/' according to Historical 
Commission Chairman Jo Pannell. It was subsequently 
withdrawn from consideration. 

"We felt we would bring it up again and give 
people more of a chance to read about it/' Ms. Pannell 
said. "We've sent a brochure to every household in Mat- 
tapoisett and we hope they've all had a chance to look at 
it." 

If passed, the by-law would require anyone 
seeking to demolish a building to file a written applica- 
tion with the Building Inspector who then has seven days 
to forward a copy of the application to the Mattapoisett 
Historical Commission. The Commission, in turn, has 15 
days to determine whether the building is "historically 
significant" and then notify the Building Inspector and 
applicant in writing of its decision. 

If the structure is deemed to have historic value, 
no demolition permit may be issued and the Commission 
must hold a public hearing within 30 days. After hear- 
ing public input, the Commission must render a decision 
within 15 days as to whether or not the building should 
be "preferably preserved" or not. If a structure is recom- 
mended for preservation, the Building Inspector cannot 
issue any demolition, construction or alteration permits

for a six-month period — hence, the delay — during 
which time the Historical Commission will work with the 
applicant to investigate other alternatives. 

Although structures already listed on the Na- 
tional Historic Register are prime examples of those that 
should be "preferably preserved/' Ms. Pannell noted 
there would be other candidates as well. 

"Basically any houses that are at least 100 years 
old would be deemed to have historic value/' she said. 

Mattapoisett currently has three buildings on the 
National Register of Historic Places — the Grange Hall on 
Route 6; the Jabez Goodspeed house; and the Ned's Point 
Lighthouse — and another 140 buildings registered with 
the Massachusetts Historical Commission. Of those, ten 
were built in the 1700s, 123 date back to the 1800s, and 
one was built in 1901. There are also eight public build- 
ings in town that are over a century old. 

The proposed by-law is something of a boilerplate 
based on existing by-laws already in place in other com- 
munities throughout the state. "So many towns in Mas- 
sachusetts already have a Demolition Delay By-Law, we 
thought it made sense," Ms. Pannell said. 

According to the brochure, the criteria for deter- 
mining if a structure may be deemed as having significant 
historic value would be if it is: 

• at least 100 years old; 

• listed on the National Register of Historic Places 
or lie within an area of the National Register of Historical 
Places, or has been found eligible for the National Regis- 
ter; 

• importantly associated with one or more of 
the town's historic persons or events, or with the broad 
cultural, political, economic or social history of the Com- 
monwealth; or 

• by itself or as part of a group of buildings his-

torically or architecturally important in terms of period, 
style or method of building construction or in association 
with a recognized architect or builder. 

As to why the by-law is a priority right now, re- 
cords indicate the town's Building Inspector has received 
some 45 requests for demolition permits between 2002 
and 2007. While only three of four of those would have 
been likely candidates for delayed demolition, they would 
have at least been worth consideration in terms of poten- 
tial historic significance. 

'TVe had some feedback as to why we're present- 
ing it again,'' Ms. Pannell said. "\ just hope it passes, be- 
cause we do have a beautiful town and it's worth keeping 
(our historical buildings) intact."

Pond Preservation 

Mattapoisett Land Trust Dedicates Pond

It seems that in nearly every place where the sea 
meets land, there is an ongoing battle between those who 
want to develop such places to meet the demands of those 
who clamor to live near the shore and those who wish to 
preserve wild and open spaces for generations to come.

Insect Bites 

My dog came inside from his run with a number of 1/2 inch 
red marks on his belly that were shaped like bullseyes. Are 
these from deer tick bites? Does it mean that he will get 
Lyme Disease ? 

Because of the mild winter, this spring has been especially 
bad for black flies and biting gnats. These are the small 
flies that circle your head in the morning and evening. 
When they bite a dog, usually on the belly and ears where 
the hair is thin, they leave a characteristic bullseye shaped 
mark. 

Is there a way to prevent him from being attacked by these 
flies ?

date, but an outstanding one/' Mr. Hartley noted. 

With that, the joint appointing authority unani- 
mously voted to appoint Mr. Underhill to the Old Colony 
Regional School Committee. 

At 7:27 pm the board opened a Dog Hearing to 
consider a complaint against a dog known as "Spirit'' 
owned by Lorne and Anne Estabrook. "We informed 
the owners to appear ... but at this time the owners have 
asked the board to continue the hearing because they 
don't have (legal) counsel present at this point," Chair- 
man Nunes said. 

Several abutters present asked why they weren't 
informed that the Estabrooks would not be in attendance 
at the hearing, and Chairman Nunes explained they were 
contacted by the Estabrooks through their attorney earlier 
in the day. 

Chairman Nunes said the hearing would be con- 
tinued to Monday, May 5 at 7:00 pm. 

The board next approved the minutes of the April 
14 meeting, then met with Thomas Skrutski to offer his 
opinion about the future direction Rochester's town gov- 
ernment should take. Starting with a visual demonstra- 
tion, Mr. Skrutski presented a thick bound 2007 copy of 
the town's current by-laws along with a copy of the 1963 
town by-laws — a small booklet in comparison to the cur- 
rent multi-page volume. 

"If (today's) by-laws were in effect in 1963, none 
of us would be here today," he said. 

"I'm here to voice my opinion as a taxpaying citi- 
zen of Rochester as to how I envision the future growth 
of town," Mr. Skrutski continued. "Gentlemen, we are in 
the midst of a recession. The question is: 'Do we give up 
and let the declining economy devour us? Or do we face 
it head on with strategic plans and formidable resources?' 
One strand of attack is growth."

The gist of Mr. Skrutski's argument was for the 
Board of Selectmen to establish a three- to five-member 
committee consisting of "no town officials'' to include 
a local businessman, a tradesperson, a real estate pro, a 
banker, a lawyer, and/ or any citizen that wants to serve. 
This committee would then be charged with identify- 
ing property in the center of town that could be sold and 
developed now and in the future. He also suggested they 
might look into what type of incentives could be offered 
to developers and to possibly reorganize the current by- 
laws to help control growth. 

He maintained that the Town of Rochester 
needed to become more business-friendly in an effort to 
broaden the town's tax base. 

"This great country was built on the back of small 
businesses owned by men and women who had vision, 
determination and the courage to risk it all for the bet- 
terment of our culture's economy," Mr. Skrutski said. 
"Through their perseverance was our country trans- 
formed into the most powerful in the world." 

Mr. Skrutski also noted that resources such as 
water must be protected. "We must not let other towns 
use our water to promote their growth while neglecting 
our own needs," he said. 

He also urged that the town identify potential 
problems at the town dump "before the monster wakes 
up," to secure more town jobs for town residents, and 
also that they proceed with the much-needed expansion

for cleanup in the Zoning By-Laws, but the problem is we 
had to get the rules and regulations (in place) first/' 

As for the proposed expansion and renovation to 
Rochester's Memorial School, as a member of the Build- 
ing Committee Mr. Johnson noted they are currently in 
a holding pattern and they've already submitted all the 
necessary paperwork to the state's School Building Au- 
thority (SB A). "We're waiting for them to come back with 
a feasibility study proposal," he said. 

"I just brought it to you guys, because you are 
the (town) leaders," Mr. Skrutski said. "I'm not saying 
anyone's doing a bad job, I just think we need to entice 
small businesses to come here ... because we'll be a whole 
lot better off."

The Marion Natural History Museum is proud to

Dr. Teal sent out early and consistent warnings 
about the negative effect human behavior was having 
upon the health of the salt marshes, the nurseries for the 
bounty of our coastal waters and offshore fisheries, and 
he continues to do so. In addition to research on coast 
wetland and ocean wildlife, he has worked on oil pol- 
lution, wastewater treatment, and restoration ecology. 
The outlook is not totally bleak as Dr. Teal is currently 
involved with constructed wetlands for wastewater 
treatment and with marsh restoration in fresh, brackish 
and salt wetlands. For the last six years, he has worked 
on a salt marsh restoration project in Delaware Bay that 
encompasses 32 square miles.

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Movie Review 





Harold & Kumar Escape from Guantanamo Bay. Starring John 
Cho and Kal Penn. Directed by Jon Hurwitz and Hayden Schlos- 
senberg. Running time: 102 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Neil Patrick Harris is a golden god in the Harold & Kumar 
movies. Playing an absurdist version of ''hiraselF — a drugged- 
out, aggressively hetero star who strikes awe in everyone he meets 

— ''Mr. Patrick Harris/' as a character refers to him, is a libertine 
guru inspiring heroes Harold (John Cho) and Kumar (Kal Penn) 
to greater depths of decadence. Cheech and Chong had Timothy 
Leary (in Nice Dreams)}]ay and Silent Bob had George Carlin; Har- 
old and Kumar have Neil Patrick Harris. An entire movie spent 
in the company of "Neil Patrick Harris" would be too much, but 
we get just enough of him (and his shiny new unicorn) in Harold 
& Kumar Escape from Guantanamo Bay to last us. 

The new movie lacks the freshness and surprise of 2004's 
Harold & Kumar Go to White Castle, and it doesn't up the ante of 
outrageousness as we may hope it would have, but it's still giddy 
brain-dead fun that goes to such pains to debunk stereotypes that 
the debunking itself becomes a joke. The unstressed point of the 
first film was that twentysomething guys of Korean and Indian 
descent were pretty much just like any other American-born 
slacker-stoners, aside from the cultural expectations and racist 
assumptions they sought to escape. Here, our heroes take a tour 
through the American south, encountering fearsome black guys, 
fearsome rednecks, and fearsome Ku Klux Klansmen. The blacks are 
harmless, the rednecks' walls are lined with full bookshelves, and 
the KKK are just puerile. (Chris Meloni, so memorable as the first 
film's Freakshow, scores again here as the KKK Grand Wizard.) 

Paranoia and stupidity — their own, too, but mostly others' 

— pull Harold and Kumar off an Amsterdam-bound plane and 
drop them into a cell at Gitmo, where the guards practice unsafe 
sex upon the inmates. The movie, directed as well as written by 
the scribes of the first H&K film, may expose some forms of bigotry 
but traffics unreflectively in others: gay sex is gross, lesbian action 



is fun for men to watch, and whores are just whores — I waited in 
vain for the movie to find some stereotype-breaking twist on the 
women who work in the brothel frequented by Neil Patrick Har- 
ris. In fact, women in general aren't thought out very well in these 
movies; Kumar's lost love (Danneel Harris), due to get hitched to 
a slimy young Republican, has little to reveal to us aside from her 
closet weed habit, and Harold's girlfriend (Paula Garces) has even 
less. These are clearly boys' films, though women with a taste for 
the lewd, crude and stoopid may not mind. 

Thankfully, scant screen time actually unfolds inside Guan- 
tanamo Bay; it's a loose road movie, with some mild topical shots 
at current events (rendering this sequel a time-capsule movie, as 
opposed to the more timeless White Castle). George W. Bush is 
brought out, in the person of impersonator James Adomian, for 
some toothless shots at his drinking, drugging, and dumbness — 
hey, man, W's just a stoner like Harold and Kumar! That doesn't 
really work, and neither does Rob Corddry's cartoonishly idiotic 
Homeland Security trigger-finger, though Corddry has such obvious 
fun in the role it's hard not to share it. A comedy trying to wring 
laughs out of people and places that have caused real-life misery 
either needs to go there with both guns blazing, or needs not to 
go there at all; the movie checks its guns at the airport. For all its 
fixation on weed and babes, H&K Escape from Guantanamo Bay is 
missing the heedless, almost inhuman craziness it would need to 
be a classic.
